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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Exciting 52 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is classified as objectionable because it contains explicit images of 
sexual activity that strongly degrades, dehumanises and demeans the women 
represented. 

The magazine is a glossy publication that contains a large proportion of coloured 
photographic images of male to female and female to female sexual activity. The 
photographs are of an explicit nature. The magazine also provides various examples 
of women engaging in strongly degrading, dehumanising, and demeaning sexual acts 
such as inserting hands and bottles into the vagina and, in the case of bottles, the 
anus of women, and the splaying of the labia. While these depictions only form a 
small part of the magazine the focus on them is particularly strong especially with 
respect to the insertion of a bottle which is an unsafe sex practice. The curiosity factor 
that is implicit in these images adds to the overall impact of the depictions as it 
reinforces a perception of women as being sexually insatiable. Such a perception has 
increased significance given the target market. The magazine is intended to be read 
by a male audience, and such a readership is catered for by providing a strong focus 
on the women in the magazine. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the 
magazine, but the overriding of the rights and freedoms set out in s(14) of this Act is 
considered justifiable given the manner in which women are represented.
